SLHOOLS OPEN 
VACATION 


Vacation Dates Vary In 
Particular Districts; 
Xmas Exercises Planned 


The “Christmas vacation” for 
grade schools of the county, as sug- 
gested by the Board of Education, 
begins with the close of school on 
Friday, December 16, and ends on 
the morning of Monday, January 
Second. 

Calling attention to these sug- 
gested dates, County Superintend- 
ent E. J. Fitzgerald pointed out on 
Thursday morning that while the 
suggestion is being followed in some 
grade school districts, it is the right 
of the trustees to establish the va- 
cation dates in their districts and 
so, the vacation in some schools 
will include different dates. 

The Placerville Grammar school 
will begin work again on the morn- 
ing of Tuesday. January 3. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that January 
2 is not a school holiday, although 
it may be established as a holiday 
by a vote of the district trustees.
